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LOS ANGELES, Dec. 23. — The Los

Mexican history,"" The Times 
said, “and probably the most important 
deal of its kind in the world, for it 
involves...11,000,000 acres of land ad- 
Joining rich workings of the oldest es- 
tablished companies in the Tampico and 
Tuxpam districts.'’ 

The paper further declared: 

“The transaction also has important 
political significance, coming as it does 
after the extended controversy between 


ican of] companies, in which the United 
States Government has been as yet an 
unsuccessful arbitrator."’ 

It is annotnced the Los Angeles group 
will go into the Mexican oil district and 
operate according to the Mexican Arti- 
cle 27, and under a. Federal concession 
on the same royalty basis which estab- 
shed companies have declared confisca- 
tory. The concession, it is stated, per- 
mits them to drill oh lands immediately 
joining the richest wells in Mexico. 

The announcement came after the re- 
turn here from Mexico City of W. W. 
Wilson, G. E. Moreland and George J. 
Bushmiller, who stated they obtained 
the. concession after an interview with 
President Obregon, who personally went 
into the details of the enterprise. 

The concession, they stated, ‘was 
made out under the direct supervision 


ef M. Alesio Robles, Secretary ‘of In- 
dustry, Commerce and Labor in the 
Obregon Cabinet. Mr. Wilson said the 
lands designated comprise virtually all 
federal oil lands extending along the 
Gulf Coast from a point north of Tam- 
pico to Tuxpan, close to hajdings of the 
Standard Oil Company, thé Doheny in- 
terests and other prominent ofl com- 

nies.. The concession also includes the 
sland of Juana Ramirez, said to have 
been long sought: by American com- 
panies because of its important loca- 
tion in geological surveys. 

The concession provides that 40 per 
cent. of the gross production go to the 
Mexican Government: that the con- 
cessionaires pay five pesos a year a 
that a deposit of 400,000 pesos be made 
and that 200,000 pesos bé invested in 
works and exploration’ within a year. 

Two years are given for exploration 
and the concesyion runs for twenty 
years with provision for renewal. 

The exploitation will be financed en- 
tirely by Los Angeles capital, it is an- 
nounced, and plans already are well ad- 
vanced for the selection of centres for 
the active work of the undertaking. 

Wiison and Moreland are manufac- 
turers of. oil drilling machinery d 
Bushmiller is an ofl operator. Other 
members of the syndicate, which is de- 
scribed as a close. corporation, include 
Harry Lee Martin, capitalist; Austin O.

‘Mr. Martin and Mr. Moréiana are ex- 
pected to return to Mexico City to put 
the plan into operation as soon as pos- 
sible, it is said. 


MEXICO CIFY, Dec. 23.—Confirmation 
of the announcement made at Los An- 
geles today of an oil concession in the 
‘Mexican Federal Zone was obtained this 
afternoon from high officials of the De- 
partment of. Commerce and Industry, 
Secretary. Robles being out of the city. 

It was explained to the Associated 
Press that the Los Angeles advices were 
substantially correct, although ‘‘.con- 
siderably less than 11,000, acres is 
involved.’’

If their present plan is 
hearrfed out they will race from America 
to Bngland: it is possible that there 
‘will be @ permanent trophy put up for 
the contest, ‘to be raced for annually, 
but this thas not yet been definitely 
settled. 

Netther the nm of Commodore Nut- 
ting nor that ‘the Duke of Leinstcr 
: is amfamiliar to American readers. Com- 
‘} modore Nutting will be recalled as the 
yachtseman who: ¢rossed the Atlantic 
twice In 1920 If the little ketch-rigged 
vessel. Typhoon.'- And the. Duke of 
Léainster is. the automobilist who re- 
cently raced an express train frony Lon- 
don to Aberdéen, a distance .of 580 
miles, which he covered fm fourteen 
hours and thirty_minutes, béating the 
train by helf an hour. The police of 
the.towns which the noble mo- 
jtorist drove at top speed falled,: how- 
ever, to ‘share his enthusiasm in the 
victory, and .he was haled into court 
on the charge of reckless driving. 

As a sailor of small vessels the Duke's 
Claim to famé is leas firmly established 
than ‘Nuttine’s. The Duke has circim- 
navigated the British Isles, but he has 
not crossed theAtflantic. He has, how- 
eyer, sailed himself out of many dan- 


gerows situations, and is looked upon as 
@ sk*Uful and daring seaman. ‘es 


Tentative Plans Prepared.

monarch hhad laid down two conditions 
which would make it impossible for him- 
self and the Duke of Leinster to qualify 
for. the cup. 


Diablesse Is Too Large. 


The King stipulated that the minimum 
of bona fide entries should be~three, 
and, so far as Commodore Nutti can 
see, scanning ‘the horizon, there is not 
enother yachtsman with a vessel tiny 
enough to get into their. class. Skipper 
John Kelley sailed. his schooner Dia- 
blesse last Summer from Cowes, the 
Isle of Wight, to Oyster Bay, and he 
thinks nothing of 2,000 and 
mile voyages. But Diablesse is just 
above ‘the “‘insecta " rating, having a 
waterline length of nearly forty feet. 

Even, however, if a third vigator 
were to enter the race the competition 
could not be for the Belgian King’s prize 
if Nutting and the Duke hold to. their 
intentign vend use auxiliary power in case 
of being becalmed, ‘The plan ‘is to equip 
the hulls with small gas engines, not 
above ten hiorsepower;; and to carry’ a 
limited, amount of gasoline. Probably 
the¥ mould: agree on 100. gallons each, 
and efther skipper could use his “‘ gas") 
when, and to what éxtent he wished.

“HELP FOR THE FARMER, 

Everybody ‘would like. to: ‘help. the 
farmer. Big businéss has no such ani- 
mosity against farmers as ‘they have 
against “ Wall Street.” But farmers 
‘are disagreed: about what »they want 
and many. of them seek help at the ex-, 
pense of. the’ general welfare, or in 
méthods which would not.be wise if 
adopted. The Federal Reserve act made 
the Secretary of Agriculture one of three 
organizers of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem. The law originally a ‘allowed to agri- 
cultural paper’ double “the length of 
credit- given to commercial. Last week 
the .Federal Reserve Board further 
favored th+ 7.rmers by ruling that bank- 
ers’ acceptances of loans on the paper 
of farmers or their co-operative asso- 
ciations shall be available for rediscount 
for the longest period allowed by law. 
It is matter for experts to decide how 
far’ it is possible to go in this direction 
by banks which are under obligation to 
pay checks on démand. The farmers 
would like the Federal Reserve to dis- 
count cattle paper for a period of years, 
and even to allow credits on mortgages 
which are expected to stand as long as 
the ‘interest ‘is paid. That would be 
hopelesS eonfusion of different sorts of 
money. Cattle paper and farm mort- 
gages may be as “ goog” as gold, but if 
they cannot be realized’on at. will they 
are of no use to banks whose depositors 
are asking for cash for wages or other 
instant uses. 

When Mr. WiLson, was:President he 
favored adaptation of European ‘methods 
of agricultural credits to American 
needs. The war made this. particularly 
necessary, because it withdrew foreign 
funds from the use of our farmers. 
Then buyers abroad themselves financed 
their purchasés without difficulty, be- 
cause of the superiority of their bank- 
ing facilities. Now our banking facili- 
ties are equal if not superior to the 
world’s best. But that does not abolish 
the difference between long ‘and.:short 
loans, or credit and capital loans! The 
Federal, Reserve System is essentially 
one of credit: * It is an abuse of its facil- 
ities to use them for obtaifing capital, 
‘meaning funds which are permanent in 
their nature, and not self-liqdidating by 
the processes of production and-distribu- 
tion. The farmers’ ‘demand ‘for hélp 
does not specify instances where: they 
| have been denied crédit for the purpose 
of producing or selling their crops. The 
complaint has been that fuhds were lack- 
ing for holding the crops until the prices 
suited the farmers. ‘That is a proper 
use for the right sort of funds, but the 
farmers ought not. to ask the Federal 
Reserve to accommodate ‘them in this 
respect in a manner explicitly — 
to other speculators. 

The War Finance Corporation has just 
) issued its annual report showing that it 
has extended assistance to farm borrow- 
ets to a total of $443,447,000, while 
$155,600,000 loans are now outstanding. 
These. were long-time loans, and man: 
of them saved banks which had overex- 
tended themselves by excessive lénding to 
farmers. This aid. is more substantial 
and meritorious than any which. could 
be gained by the _appointment of a “ dirt 
_ farmer *-to the Federal Reserve Board. 
The extension or :conversion of the 
Finance Corporation into a ~permanent 
facility for farmers. is among the least 
objectionable of pending measures. The 
movement. of the markets this. year has 
done more for the farmers’ release from 
their troubles than any bank could do. 
They’ are entering the new year with 
improving . prospects, Farmers: should 
have all that it is right and safe to allow 
them, but they should not seek to. rise 
on the ruin of others.

PROROGATION AND ADJOURN- 
MENT. 


The English Parliament and the. 
American Congress. recently completed 
unusually brief sessions. Parliament 
‘was summoned to deal with the Irish 
Constitution Sand was prorogued until 
February. Congress was .called into 
special session to cénsider the Ship Sub- 
sidy bill and adjourned with’ a ten, min- 
Mites’ interval before the beginning. of 
the regular session. But in the two 
manners of ending a séssion there is a 
difference not without importance. Par- 
liament endéd by prorogation, while the 
Congressional session terminated by ad- 
journment. 

Either the House of Commons or the 
House of Lords may adjourn at its own 
discretion. The . proceedings may be 
suspended for hours, days or. weeks, and 
whén the housés meet again business is 
taken up at the point at which it was 
dropped. After prorogation, on © the 
other hand, all business is terminated, no 
matter what its stage. Powers given by 
the -houses to their committees are ex- 
tinguished, every bill: must bé reintro- 
duced and must begin again at its earli- 
est stage when Parliament is summoned 
again, and measures fail if the proroga- 
tion takes place beforé they receive royal 
assent, even though they may have been 
approved by both houses. The only. pro- 
ceedings which aré left untouched by 
prorogation aré impeachments—the last 
impéeachmént was in 1805—and appeals 
to the House of Lords, which are taken 
care of by a special statute. 

Proposals have been made at various 
times for carrying bills over from ses- 
sion to session of Parliament, but they 
have fever succeeded. In 1919 Mr. 
LLoyp GEORGE was having difficulties in 
getting the House to approve his legisla- 
tive program and urged that bills be 
carried over. But’ a memorandum 
signed by members of both houses was 
presented to him declaring that“ the re- 
“introduction of bills in a new session 
“ gives an opportunity for the considera- 
“tion and discussion of the bills in the 
“country and for the remedying of de- 
“ fects thérein which cannot be remedied 
“in. committee” and urging “that the 
“effect of the proposed chajge upon 
“legislation in the-houses of Parliament 
“would be distinctly deleterious.” 

At first Congress attempted ‘to follow 
the English practice, but the delays and 
inconveniencés weré so great that in 1816 
a joint “committee recommended a 
change: ,adjoyrnment should not have 
the legislative. effects of prorogation, 
‘Two years later the House of Represen- 
tatives decided that House bills not acted 
upon before. an ‘adjournment should be 
continued at the next ‘session after six 
days, and in 1848°a joint rule’ was 
adopted. In 1860 the House abandoned 
the practicé of having the powers of 
committees extinguished | by adjourn- 
ment. The six-day limitation has. now 
been given up, and although since the 
-revision of'the rules:in 1876 there have 
been :nodefinite provisions for the con- 
tinuance of business not before commit- 
tees, the practice is so well” established 
that no question is ever raised. Bills 
referred to conferénce committees at one 
session can ‘be reported to’ Congress at 
the next., -That has. been.the case. in 
recent years. with several important’ |.

SOURCES OF HISTORY. 


When an? ‘historical investigator can 
get hold’ of arn, unpublished diary kept 
for years by a man, in public life he 
thinks that his fortune is made. Here 
at last is the real truth from the inside, 
a precious “source” of histoty. But 
even the diarist needs to be investigated 
for bias, for not understanding what he 
himself writes down, for inaccurate ‘rec- 
ollections, This has been of late amus- 
‘ingly illustrated in corinection. with the 
, publication - ‘of the “ Diaries” of Sir 
_ALGERNON West, long the’ private~ séc- 
“retary of Mr. GLADSTONE. They abound 
in anecdotes and_ political tittle-tattle, 
which are often entertaining, but of some 
of which at least the authenticity has 
been ‘seriously challenged. Freperic Har-

)The veteran writer, now in his nine- 
ties, rises up like an accusing memory 
out of the past to confute the diarist.

Now see what Sir ALGERNON made of 

it in his diary: 

(1898). May 9.—I. met FRepRRIC HARRISON 
at dinner at Verney’s, who talked to me 
of JouHN Mortzy, &c., &c, * * *- Knew 
nothing of his.‘ Chatham,” and the+time 
was not propitious for his book on the 
history of Home Rule. Told me he met 
Mr. GLADSTONE soon after the publication 
of JoHN Mori£y’s ‘‘ Cromwell,’’ which he 
said he did not care for, and, when HArrt 
gsoN said he thought well of it, he com- 
pared him to Lord ALTHORP. 

Over these items FREDERIC HARRISON 
goes severely. He cértainly did not know 
anything about Mortey’s “/Chatham,” 
for the very good reason that MORLEY 
never wrote the life of Chatham. It 
was noti true that Mr. HARRISON met 
GLADSTONE soon after the publication of 
JOHN Mor.Ley’s “ Cromwell,” because 
that book was not published till 1900, 
two years after Mr. GLADSTONE’s death. 
Mr. GLADSTONE did not say that he cared- 
little for Mortey’s “ Cromwell.” What 
he did say was that he did not think 
CROMWELL a great-man. And his com- 
parison was not of Morey to Lord AL- 
THORP, but of CROMWELL. No wonder 
that Mr. Harrison asks, “ Was ever such 
a jumble?” He maintains that the 
diaries should have been carefylly sifted 
and edited before being published, and 
he quietly adds that a judicious editor 
would not have quoted in the volume the 
famous lines on Greville: 

For ‘fifty years he listened at the door, 

He heard some secréts and invented more. 








OLD-TIME NEWBERRYISM. 

While the good are rejoicing over Mr. 
\ NEWBERRY’s exit from the Senate and 
deploring fat campaign and election 
expenses, unless made by persons with 
right principles, it may .be edifying- to 
look at British election practices in the 
early eighteenth century and to pat our- 
selves on the back for being so much 
more virtuous.

FOLKLORE AND FICTION. 

Our fiction writers have emancipated 
themselves from’ many restraints, as to 
both form and content, but they still suf- 
fer from one serious handicap. . They are 
supposed to think up their own_plots. 
They are; of course, at liberty: to use so 
much material from real life as can be 
incorporated without danger of libel; but 
ysuch material needs so much: working 
over before it can become plausible fic- 
tion that it entails about as much effort: 
as inventing plots offhand. 

,it was not so-in the great days of 
yore. SHAKESPEARE could take hold of 
anything he found in print if-he thought 
he could improve it. The classic Greek 
dramatists were even happier. They 
drew all their plots from myth and folk- 
lore. The main lines of the.story were 
fixed by tradition; the dramatist was 
left to devote all his time to character, ; 
thoughts on divine justice (if any), and’ 
the. embodiment of noble sentiments in 
noble verse. 

A few recent incidents encourage the 
hope that we may be developing, if not 
a mythology, at least a folklore which 
will relieve our novelists of ‘the burden 
of devising their fables. Mr. JULIAN 
STREET lately’ wrote a novel about a 
‘piano tuner, who was a composer in his 
leisure moments, and his marriage to an 
opera singer. Mr. HENRY KITCHELL 
WEBSTER, a couple of years ago, wrote a 
‘novel about a piano tuner who was also 
a composer, ahd who married, not an 
opera singer, but her stepdaughter. Per-

During the, war, however, there. was 
an indisputable instance. Mr. RUPERT 
HUGHES wrote a novel based on the fate 
of an American woman and her daughter 
who sought refuge in a Belgian convent 
in- August, 1914, and were abused by 
German: soldiers... At about the same 
time a short story appeared in The At- 
lantic Monthly, entirely different in 
manner and purpose, but rising. out of 
this very situation. Obviously this was 
a story, true or false, which had been 
going ‘thé rounds and appealed-to more 
than one writer.. The same could be 
said of certain. unsavory tales whieh 
everybody heard—always, of course, as 
“something that really ‘happened ”— 
during the white slave hysteria, and 
which. found their way into print’ under 
the namés of writers who could not be 
suspected of deliberate plagiarism. 

At least two short stories published 
within the past four. years have centred 
on. the idea of a. draftsman in an. arehi- 
tect’s office whose entirely novel idea for 
the design of a ‘skyscraper was’ appro- 
priated, without credit, by the head ‘of 
the firm. In each, story the building in- 
tended was easily -recognizable; and. it 
was the same building in -both’ stories. 
Here again, obviously, is a legend ‘which 
is on its.way to Lecoming part of the cul- 
tural background of some professional: 
circle. : 

And folklore, produces good plots. A 
story which’ has. been retold many times, 
and improved, ‘perhaps, by every teller, 
‘is likely. to be a good story ‘by the time 
it! reaches «something like permanent 
form. It is sure to have some of the 
elements that. insure survival, some fyn- 
damental appeal.. We might have better 
fiction if-more of: our plots were drawn 
from these folk tales preserved ‘by ‘word,

The Far Eastern conference at ‘Wash- 
ington was limite® to such topics as 
promised. possible solutions.

opinion in Washington appears to be 
that it would be a mistake to hold a 
general conference lke that at’ Ver- 
sailles ‘to revise and _ settle. everything 
once and for all, and that if the United 
States Government does take action it 


should urge ‘that the program be 
limited to restoration of the economic 
balance of Europe, concentrating pri- 
marily onthe problem of reparations. 
Official . pronouncements’ have —unani- 
mously featured reparations as the crux 
of the European ailment. This is like- 
wise the polftical consensus: in Wash- | 
i m. .The- general disposition is to} 
hold that there can be no successful talk 
of adjustments of budgets, or loans, or 
reduction of armament until relations 
between Governments, so far as repara- 
tions are concerned, are definitely set- 
tled. This problem, of course, is one 
of settlement between Germany and the 
principal allied countries. 

Simi ty, Peay is felt that it would be 
a mis to think that. such problems 
‘agp that of Russie may he involved’ The 
American Government has shown on 
many occasions that, in its opinion, the 
Russian situation as such has nothing 
to do with the problem of immediate 
restoration of European economics. The 
congas apparatus of Russia _ has 

been so dee eeply shattered as a result of 
the Bolshevist upheaval that it will take 
many years for the producing and. pur- 
chasing capacity of Russia to become 
a factor directly influencing the Euro- 
pean economic balance. 


Lesson in Past Fallures. 


When the Genoa and Hague confer- 
ences were convoked, the attempt to sub- 
stitute a discussion of the Russian prob- 
lem for the pressing question of West- 
ern European economic settlement. was 
clearly defined by American opinion as 
fundamentally fallacious. It was plainly 
intimated at that time that for the next 
few years Russia would be a HUability 
rather than. an asset to Europe, and that 
no immediate relief for. Buropean 
economic life could. be. expected from 
the shattered organism of what was 
Russia, 

Conservative opinion in Washington 
is still strong in proclaiming that Amer- 
ican. policy toward Russia has. been 
fully vobetantiated by events, and that 
there is no cogent reason at the moment 
to review or even~suggest a change. 
Naturally, as has been said many’ times, 
American leaders would be gratified if, 
instead of differences, there might be 
presented a unity of front by America 
and Europe toward Russia in the mat- 
ter of principles, methods and policy. 
But no advance in this direction has 
been made from abroad. .This, there- 
fore, is still an’ outside “question, no 
matter how important, having no _imme- 
diate: connection with the fundamental 
problem confroting the -world and call- 
ing, for the very best in world states- 
manship—that of ending with finality 
the impasse German-European rela- 
tions and initiating a period of stable 
and constructive economic life in West- 
ern Europe.

It is significant, how- | 
ever, that they-do not see any reason 
to believe: thé ;consumer will spend this 
money. more lavishly than’ has-been 
the case during the past two years. 

Some’ of those who express this view 
feel that the difficulty. they look for 
wiil be solved through increased atten- 
tion to the actual way in which’ the 
customer is handled, or, in other words, 
by _ the technique of selling. This is 
rendered further apparent, they declare, 
by the fact that price. advances must 
sooner or later be passed on to. the con- 
suger, to a-small extent in the Spring, 
but ‘unquestionably to a larger degree 
in the Fall, as the situation now ishapes 
itself. One metropolitan retailer, while 
agrecing that sales may be harder to 
secure because of these advances, told 
yesterday of/the selling plan whereby he 
hopes to make more. #ales next year 
than he did this. His method is based 
‘on ‘selling '’ the customer quality} not 
merely merchandise. 

‘Take this -question ef increased 
prices,” he said, ‘‘what does it mean 
from a sales standpoint? Does it mean 
there will be less customers in the aver- 
age store? I donot believe it.. I am 
not @ believer in such a ‘thing’ as a 
‘\puyers’ strike,’ but, even conceding | 9 
such a thing is possible, I de. not think 
there is any basis for believing that 
cunditions will come to a point where 
the actual number of purchasers will be 
cut down by many consumers staying 
eut-of the market. This will be pre- 
vented by a number of factors, chiefly, 
as I look at it, because the wardrobes of 
both sexes have been and are about 4s 
low, generally speaking; as they can get. 

“We, therefore, may start with the 
fairly reasonable’ premise that the num- 
her of actual customers will be about 
the same. They will come to the store, 
and their purchases will depend on the 
way they are handied, as there are no 
Signs as.yet, that their. buying power 
will depreciate. If, the price of the mer- 
chandise ‘they need is a little higher, 
are the salespeople to confess defeat 
by. their first answer? Would it not 
be wiser not to stress "price, as has been 
done, but to drill the sales force in 
pinesas quality first, which means that 

added wear be’ given, proving in 
thg end more economical? 

This is the big point in handling the 
question of price from a sales stand- 
point. Already the consumers them- 
selves -have ateeik eyidence in their buy- 
ing this season of preferences for the 
better qual merchandise To some 
extent, therefore, the way has already 
been paved for such sales guidance on 
the part of. the xetailer. But, in any 
case, L am first and foremost an advo- 
cate of quality &s against price all the 
time, From thé: way ae 7 ers play up 
the price question they do. themselves 
harm and the consumer as well, 

“The last statement may be chal- 
lenged.. But, take for ge the case 
of a man who'’needg a ehirt. He goes 
into a store, and a ‘colloquy like the 
following ensues between tne salesman 
in \the ‘ price’ store and the consumer: 

“**t would like to. see.some. shirts,’

THE PRINCIPLES OF ENGLISH 
VERSIFICATION. By Paull Frank- 
ta Baum. 


Wordsworth’s primroses: 

The primrose by the river’s brim 
Dicotyledons were to him, 

And they were nothing more. 

I am not applying this to Mr. 
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Vivisecting Poetry 


and emotion. He chooses an 
appropriate stanza for his poem, 
discovers an unguessed power in 
some common measure, makes the 
words hurry, or deliberately holds 
them back, varying the tempo 
with the spirit of the words, gives 
the pattern an unusual twist when 
the idea is unusual, startles or 
. soothes by the sound as weil as 
by the intellectual content of his 
lines—and accomplishes all these 
metrical nuances not with the 
whip-snapping of the ring-master, 
but with the consummate art that 

art. When his prosodic 
efforts are obvious they lose their 
power; we can see how the trick 
is done and we do not marvel. 
But when we feel vaguely the 
haunting quality of a melodious 
line or the perfect metrical right- 
ness of a phrase without knowing 
why the melody haunts us or the 
phrase just fits, then we both 
marvel and applaud; then the 
poet’s gift, his divine authoriza- 
tion, iq patent, and we recognize 
his superiority with awe. 


Yet though a knowledge of prosody 
is not necessary for the reader of 
poetry, and though, also, much good 
poetry has been written by poets 
whose acquaintance with it was com- 
paratively slight, it goes without 
saying that the reader who knows 
something of it will be the more sen- 
sitive to the finer shades of verbal 
music, as the poet so equipped will 
be the more likely to get those finer 
-shades into his work. And, quite 
apart from such ends, there is an 
undeniable interest and pleasure in 
the study for its own sake. To 
watch the exercise of skill is always 
entertaining, and though it be true 
that the traceable processes of poetry 
cannot explain the finished product, 
all the same there is a legitimate 
pleasure in tracing them as far as 
they can take us. For our enjoy- 
ment of Swinburne’s famous lyric in 
“Atalanta in Calydon ''— When 
the hounds of Bpring are on Win- 
ter’s traces,’’ it is, of course, quite 
unnecessary to know that “of the 
thirty-two feet in the eight lines [of 
the opening verse] seventeen are 
lambs and eleven anapests, two are 
weak iamibs (-orous,—ylus), one a 
spondee (bright night—) and one 
monosyllabic, with a rest (A Fills),” 
or what part “* anacrusis” plays in 
the general effect, but Mr. Baum’s 
metrical analysis of the Whole statiza 
(to be found on page 72) was none 
the less worth making; as is his stil) 
more interesting analysis of the 
opening stanza of Gray's “‘ Elegy,"’ 
to be found on pages 167-9. Of*this

interest because, as with the rhythm 
of music, it is but one manifestation 
of a mystery which we meet every- 
where in nature. ‘‘ Rhythm,”’ said 
Tyndall, as quoted by Mr. Baum, 
**is the rule with Nature; she abhors 
uniformity more than she does a 
vacuum.’’ In this connection it will 
be well to quote Mr. Baum’s opening 
paragraplis: 4 
Rhythm, in its simplest sense, is 
* measured motion; but by various 
natural extensions of meaning the 


Verbal rhythm, then, whether in 
verse or prose, is but a microcosmic 
embodiment of a mysterious law op- 
erating throughout the universe: 


The same strange music every 

where, : 

The woven paces just the same, 

from out the viewless air 

Into the void from which they 
came * * * 


In shining gulfs of silence whiried, 
Like notes of the strange music 
are. 


In tracing the preliminary outlines 
of his very comp! subject, Mr. 
Baum does good service by directing 
our attention to two fundamental 

against which it is 
necessary to be on guard. One is 
that, while, as we are always told, 
English versification, as distinct 
from “* classical ’’ versification, is 
based an accent—or “‘ stress *’—it is 
not entirely so, but that, as with 
Greek and Latin versification, quan- 
tity—or ‘* time ’’—does play a con- 
siderable part in it also. And to 
stress and time Mr. Baum adds a 
third element usually entirely ig- 
nored, that of *‘ pitch.’’ Also, when 
these three elements are recognized, 
there is another of which even less 
account is usually taken: ‘* all these 
three forces are themselves subject 
to and intimately affected by the 
thought and emotion which they ex- 

press.'" ‘*‘ Language is therefore a 
compound instrument of both sound 
and meaning, and speech-rhythm, 
in its fullest sense, is the composite 
resultant of the attributes of sound 
(duration, intensity and pitch) modi- 
fied by the logical and emotional 
content of the words and phrases 
which they represent.’’ Before there 
is any question of formal meters, all 
this body of, so to say, ‘‘ natural "’ 
rhythm, inherent in language itself, 
has to be taken into account. Again 
-the second misconception—auntil re- 
cently an arbitrary distinction has 
been made between prose and verse. 
By many admirably selected -ex- 
amples of prose printed as verse, and 
verse as prose, Mr. Baum demon- 
strates the fallacy of this, and ar- 
rives at this conclusion: 

It should now be clear that prose 
and verse are not so antithetical 
as is often supposed; that they are 
only different forms of the same 
substance, language; two branches 
from the same root. At certain 
points they overlap and are piac- 
tically one; at othet points the di- 
vergence is obvious but not great; 
and even in their extreme differ- 
ences the common basis of the 
rhythms is the same. In both prose 
and verse are the same relations of 
time, stress and pitch, except that 
im verse the arrangement and or- 
der of them are according to a 
perceptible pattern. Verse is but 


“lem of metrical study and investi- 
gation. : 





But this conclusion by fo means 


leads Mr. Baum to a repudiation of 
that “ framework of verse.’’ Far 
from it. Nor does it throw him into 
the arms of “ free verse,’’ that * hy- 
dra-headed phenomenon "’ to which 
he devotes several illuminating 
pages. The value of its “ spatial 
rhythm to the eye '’—seeing that we 
take in poetry by the eye as well 
as by the ear—he admits, though 
much of it he considers as ‘* prose 
in actuality and verse in appearance 
—no more."’ But he also allows that 
** for certain swift effects free verse 
is the natural and most effective 
medium. Many short poems in this 
irregular form aré like snapshots or 
like rapid sketches as pared with 
finished paintings. But the ultimate 
esthetic judgment must be precise- 
ly that of the snapshot as compared 
with the finished painting * * * 
there can be little doubt that except 
in the limited field of instantaneous 
flashes the most adequate and 
Pleasing medium is the skilifully 
varied regularity of formal verse." 

Indeed, Mr. Baum comes to the 
Conservative conclusion that for the 
highest flights of verbal expression 
neither free verse nor prose at its 
best can take the place of verse: 

Only after having grasped what 
can be grasped of the subtleties of 
Prose rhythm, and Laving learned 
uo commop forms and patteris of 
meter,

ment. * * * It is -not merely 
that verse by its external appear- 
ance notifies the reader, or by its 
perceptitig regularity notifies the 
listener, that the writer is putting 
forth his highest efforts, that lan-

and intentions than the use of 
Prose; but rather that the higher 
efforts, the greater aims, turn bya

“The greatest poetry,’’ Mr. Baum 
says in another place, “ is not always 
Clearly dependent upon metrical 
power, but it is rarely divorced from 
it. No one would venture to say 
how much the meter has to do with 
the beauty of the

foriorn. 


Mr. Baum follows his preliminary 
analysis of general principles by a 
careful examination of English met- 
rica] forms, dealing respectively with 
iid the léne,” ct the Stanza 7” Blank 
Verse,” ‘* Free Verse,” ‘* Exotic 
Forms,” and summing up with a 
chapter on “ Melody, Harmony and 
Modulation.” 

His study of blank verse is pars 
ticularly notable for the justice it 
does to Milton, whose blank verse 
has recently come in for “ fashion- 
able’’ depreciation. “The great 
Miltonic blank verse of ‘ Paradise 
Lost,’’’ he says, “is not a copy of 
any master. * * * One may surely 
say that Milton extracted from blank 
verse all its possibilities of variety 
and movement so far as his subject 
matter permitted. He is_ lyrical, 
dramatic. didactic, and, of course, 
epic, in turn. He even showed that 
it is possible to imitate hollowly his 
own ‘planetary wheelings‘ — as 
though the instruments kept on play- 
ing and the music ceased.’’

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The ta Man’s Prize-Winning Novel.

FAT man writing about a fat 
man in a novel published by 
a fat man has just won a 

fat literary prize. 
Fat Man No. 1 is Henri 
Béraud, French novelist and news- 
paper man, who weighs 230 pounds. 
Fat Man No. 2 is the hero of 
Béruud’s novel, “Le Martyre de 
YObése” (The Martyrdom of the 
Fat Man), who weighs 260 pounds. 
Fat Man No. 8 is Albin Michel, pub- 
lisher, of Paris, who weighs enough 
to figure among nineteen fat indi- 
viduals to whom Béraud dedicates 
his book. And the Fat Prize is the 
Prix Goncourt, one of the most cos - 
eted of all French literary rewards. 
Though it brings the winner only 
5,000 francs, it overwhelms him with 
an Janche of sudden literary glory 
S80 enormous that, could it but he 
weighed, it would doubtless make the 
corpuient M. Béraud, his corpulent 
hero and his cerpulent publisher 
look like a trio of graceful French 

feathers. 

Nor is that all the glory which has 
suddenly descended upon the hith- 
erto obscure M. Héraud. The Prix 
Goncourt for 1922 was awarded to 
him not solely for his Fat Man Novel 
but also for another book by hin 
published in the past twelvemonth, 
“ Te Vitriol de Lune.” Thus, for 
the first time in the twenty yeaurs 
of the prize’s existence it has gone to 
more than one literary work im one 
year. And it doex not only that, 
but goes to two works by one ond 
the same author! Verily, M. Henri 
230 pounds, hax 
Treason to swell up with pride to far 
more voluminous dimensions! 

The circumstances attendant upon 
the award of the ['rix Goncourt this 
year and last have been such as tuo 
give it a fame which it never would 
have achieved in thé ordinary course 
of events. 

Last year it went te a black mea 
for a novel about black men. Great 
excitement was caused in literary 
and other circles last December when 
it ‘was learned that Hené Maran. a 
negro employed in the French Cole- 
nial Service, had been awarded the 
prize for his novel of African life 
entitled “ Hatouala."’ The excite- 
ment was enhanced by the fact that 
the members of the Goncourt Acad- 
emy, to whom falis the awarding of 
the prize, were tied, five for and five 
against “ Batouala,” so that the «de- 
ciding vote had to be cast by the 
Vresident of the Academy, in ac- 
cordance with the provsiions of the 
will of Edmond de (ioncourt, the 
French writer who founded the 
Academy und instituted the I‘rix 
Goncourt. 

And this year the prize goes to a 
fat man for a novel about a fat man! 
(me cannot help wondering whether, 
mext year, candidatex for the Prix 
Goncourt will include a red-haired 
writer writing about red-haired men, 
a stutterer depicting the horrors of 
stuttering and a saxophonist analyz- 
ing the successive soul states of one 
grimly bent on mastering the saxo- 
phone. 

**Le Martyre !’Obése” recounts 
with relentless realism the suffer- 
ings of a fat man who falls desper- 
ately in love. One need. read no 
more than a page or two to guess 
that the f@uthor writes from _first- 
hand knowledge; that he himself be- 
longs to the Legion of Embonpoint. 

One of the most delicious bits in 
the whole volume is the dedication. 
The author names nineteen French 
men and women, some of them 
famous and all of them fat—leading 
off with Marshal Joffre and includ- 
ing Edouard Herriot, Mayor of Ly- 
ons; Pierre Benoit, the novelist 
Lucien Gultry, the actor; Félia 
Litvinne, the singer; Robert de Jou- 
venel, journalist and Senator; Rob- 
ert. Dieudonné, author, and Albin 
Michel, publisher—and he apostro- 
phizes them thus: .

He has tact, 
impressiveness, loyalty, intelligence, 
moderation, and an incorruptible 
sense of the moral values. In any 
public office which did not demand 
keenness of vision, the prophetic in- 
stinct, swiftness of decision and a 
creative energy of mind he woull 
have done the State useful and per- 
haps valuable service. Men of his 
stamp laid the foundations of British 
power in India. 

“Grey followed Percy,’’ writes 
Lord Morley, describing a debate in 
the House of Commons (1908). “* in 
the curiously high, simple. 
detached style, which, combined, as 
it always is in him, with a clean-cut 
mastery of all the facts of his case, 
makes him one of the most impres- 
sive personalities in Parliament. 
* © * He has got no great ample 
pinions like Mr. Gladstone; he hard- 
ly deserves what was said of Daniel 
Webster, that every word he used 
seemed to weigh a pound. Still, he 
is a remarkable figure, wholly free 
from every trace of the theatre; and 
I confess it warms my heart to think 
that we have two men like Grey and 
Percy to fill the seats of power in 
our country, when the time comes.’’ 

The time came, and he whose heart 
warmed at the thought of Grey as a 
minister of destiny felt that heart 
grow cold, and turned away his face 
from his friend in sorrow and in 
judgment. In that same hour, too, 
those who were most sharply opposed 
to the policy of Lord Morley also 
felt their hearts grow cold. Lord 
Grey disappointed both camps. One 
of the reasons for this want of de- 
cision, this power of command, may 
be found in the fact that Lord Grey 
is something of an unwilling poli- 
ticlan. He has never, not even 
under the inspiration of Mr. Glad- 
stone, given to politics his whole 
One may describe him as a mixture 





of Socrates and Aristotle; or, if you} 


will, of Penn and Gilbert White; a 
mystic who seeks in long hours of 
silence to deepen his sense of the 
companionship of God, and a 
naturalist who finds in field, river, 
and wood a thousand objects for his 
wondering contemplation and his 
reverent curiosity. He is at heart a 
Quaker, and by instinct a naturalist. 
He loves solitude and cherishes si- 
lence. Even during the war he fol- 
lowed the habit of passing many 
hours alone in the fields, deepening 
in silence his knowledge of the in- 
visible reality. He has no dispo- 
sition toward chatter and frivolity 
He dislikes crowds, and avoids the 
vulgarities of excitement. He is far 
fonder of animals and birds than of 
human beings. But. ajl the same, 
there is nothing selfish in his heart. 
He can give himself most charming- 
ly to those whom he deeply loves, 
and a penetrating humor has saved 
him both from morbidity and cranki- 
ness. . 

He was once asked his opinion of 
3a well-known novelist who traffics a 
good deal in the unhealthy sexual re- 
lations of an artificial society. He 
replied at once, “ Both feet in the 
trough.’’ During the war he\called 
upon a relative who had tu 
flower beds in front of her house 
into a potato patch.

He takes 
part in the affairs of humanity as a 
squire goes to the county bench, not 
as one whose love for mankind in- 
spires him to passionate and chival- 
ric service. He might have done 
great things for his country,. great 
things even for the whole world, but 
coldness has held him as its prisoner. 
His Liberalism has no fervor of re- 
ligion, and hig humanity is always 
frappé. = 

It is foo-early to say of such a 





man that the epitaph of his official 
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life i# already written in the word 
Disappointment. That life, under 
the sunshine of a second marriage, 
may yet enjoy a St. Luke's Summer. 
Pamela Wyndham, one may be al- 
lowed to say, is a woman in whom 
inspiration is as natural and irre- 
sistible as scent in a briar rose or as 
movement in the sea. But I feel that 
Lord Grey is rather the perfect ex- 
ample of what the rank and file of 
the House of Commons ought to be 
than a clear-cut pattern of nationa’ 
leadership. We should seek to ele 
vate the average, not to lower the 
standards. of greatness. Something 
surely must be wrong, both with our 
social life and our system of educa- 
tion, if with so long a history, sv 
notable a national experience, and 
such illustrious traditions in religion, 
art and statesmanship we cannot 
easily fill the House of Commons 
with men of Lord Grey’s mark and 
find at least a score of statesmen on 
each side of politics in whose judg- 
ment and power the nation could 
feel a great nce.

The history of German literature 
by Hermann Kluge represents a 
truly remarkable case. Hermann 
Kluge, not to be confused with 
Friedrich Kluge the philologist, was 
born in 1832. In-1857 he began 
teaching at the gymnasium of Alten- 
burg. It occurred to him at once 
that he needed a dependable history 
of German literature to place in the 
hands of his students. The best then 
in existence, by Helbig (it was in 
the sixth edition in 1862), devoted 
not quite four octavo pages to Les- 
sing, Goethe and Schiller combined. 
Kluge decided to write his own text. 
It appeared in 1869. It was soon 
translated into English, French and 
Italian. More romance, English and 
American students have been intro- 
duced to German literature by Her- 
mann Ktiuge’s book than by any 
other one treatise. And yet it is an 
old-fashioned volume. It ‘ays great 
stress on the classical writers; it di- 
vides literature into periods: it gives 
plots. And as a result, seemingly, 
of this, Kluge spent his spare time 
writing introductions to succeeding 
editions until his death, on April 25, 
1914.

Kluge’s is a standard work: but 
it is a small work, intended for 
school use.

With some 
of the writers Bieber has treated— 
his work comes down to the close 
of 1920—we are familiar, or we have 
heard of them: Ernst Lissauer, 
Walther Rathenau, Hermann Stehr, 
Hermann Hesse, E. G. Kolbenheyer, 
Stissil, Rilke, Stucken and others.

Bieber is none too hopeful. con- 
cerning the future of German litera- 
ture.

He 
takes unwavering care to show how 
many and which journals in Ger- 
many are edited by Jews, berates 
Gentile journals that occasiunally ac- 
cept something from a Jew, shows 
the precise percentage of Jews in 
the teaching profession and writes 
his longest chapter on “* Sensation- 
alism and the Dominance of Juda- 
ism.” For this Bartels has been 
lampooned, ridiculed, cursed and 
lauded. 

It is in truth merely a phase of 
Bartels; his methods are never imi- 
tative, his observations never senile. 
He says,. for example, of the poems 
written during the war: ‘* There are 
millions of. them, but I would not 
exchange them all for what Ernst 
Moritz Arndt alone wrote during and 
because of the war of 1813.” As 
Arndt’s war lyrics that have survived 
number only two or three, that can 
hardly be called an objective evalua- 
tion. But Bartels gives the facts 
about the poets—facts concerning 
approximately 1,000 of the “ young- 
est” poets in Germany and the 
movements they have either insti- 
tuted or become affiliated with. 
Viewed quantitatively, it is a per- 
plexing’ state of affairs he has 
brought to light: One thousand liv- 
ing poets in debt-marked Germany! 

Of the literary historians included 
in this review, Oskar F. Waizel— 
like his colleague Von der Jeyen— 
is a scholar. He is more than that: 
he is a philosopher. He is a critic 
who traces the relation between cur- 
rent literatures and currents of 
thought.

wake of longing. He hopes. and 
rather believes, that the contempo- 
rary writers will succecd. 

The gigantic work of Vogt and 
Koch, the one professor at Marburg 
the other at Breslau, is dedicated ta 
Diedrich and Siegfried Vogt, who 
fell, respectively, at Ypres and Lo 
wicz in the first three months of the 
war.

They have told the ‘* youngest " to 
bear in mind Schiller’s statement to 
the effect that the poet must not 
seek the-great in his country, but 
create the great and present it to 
his country. If there were no other 
history of contemporary German 
literature except this one, all that 
needs to be known could be had 
from it; and from it one would de- 
rive an even excessive amount of 
patriotism 


And yet we have also the great 
work of Friedrich Kummer, the only 
history, and one of the very best, to 
have been written by a plain news- 
paper man. Kummer has told the 
history of German literature by gen- 
erations. Helpful as this method was 
in the first edition of his. work 
(1908), it is even more heipful in 
this, the fourth edition, the preface 
to which was written ten months 
ago. Three hundred pages have 
been added on the German writers 
of today. Kummer’s explanation of 
the new theories is lucid. And on 
behalf of the ‘* youngest,’’ he has 
adopted as a motto Carlyle's state- 
ment: 

*‘“No man can believe what his 
father believed."’ 

Karl RBorinski, professor at Mu- 
nich, wrote his history because his 
publisher asked him to do so. That 
is an insufficient reason for placing 
on the market a work on this sub- 
ject as large as five American nov- 
els. He asserts with much show of 
conviction that the original: features 
of his treatise consist in the elimina- 
tion of * foreign ’’ wards (though 
he is bound to adhere to Literatur.

: Pierre Hamp is known as the 

author of ‘‘ People,” a collec- 
tion of short stories written 
before the war and dealing 
with the working people of France. 

But these stories are by no means 
representative of the work of Hamp; 
he is primarily a propagandist and 
bows only reluctantly before the 
artistic laws of belles-lettres. He 
wants to arouse sympathy for the 
sufferings of the poor, to deliver his 
message in a more or less construc- 
tive manner. 

About fifteen years ago Hamp, 
then a young workingman, began to 
write a series of novels, ‘‘ La Peine 
des Hommes.” The series was to 
depict the condition of workers in the 
great industries of France—the rail- 
road, the fisheries, the textile mills 
and others. But this impersonal sort 


-|of fiction did ‘not satisfy him, and 


he begen to write essays; now “ La 
Peine des Hommes” contains both 
these forms of literature. 

** Un Nouvel Honneur,” the imost 
recent volume of the series, is a col- 
lection of essays.

Soon afterward his nomination for 
the Attorney Generalship was made, 
plunging Bonaparte into the fore- 
front of Roosevelt's assault against 
the “ bad trusts." The Government 
had just brought suit against the 
Standard Oil Company as a combina- 
tion in restraint’ of trade and had 
begun an investigation of the Harri- 
man railroad lines. Subsequently 
there developed suits against combi- 
nations in the tobacco, powder, tur- 
pentine, anthracite and other indus- 
tries.

HE principal interest in this 
new novel, ‘* Salome of the

of Manning and her ardent amor- 
ousness, her flaming desires and 
her complete egotism, her craving 
for luxuries and beautiful clothes. 
Sonya is drawn with strong, sure, 
vivid strokes. But when the author 
turns from her heroine to Manning 
her hand falters—the lines are 
fumbling. She seems to have taken 
her ideas of the type and its sur- 
roundings from the cheaper ‘‘ mo- 
vies.” There are times when the de- 
scriptions more than border upon 
the ludicrous. ‘‘! trust,”"” he re- 
plied, bowing with high-bred aloof- 
ness, ‘“‘that this opportunity to 
reach the public through your 
press,” &c. When they first meet. 
Sonya's heart is ‘‘ pierced by the 
cultured elegance of his attire.” 
Later she goes uninvited to his 
house when he is receiving guests: 
** Persian carpets lined the side- 
walks and the brownstone steps over 
which a rich (!) awning was sus- 
pended.” In short, much of the 
hook reads like a burlesque. Man- 
ning’s dislike to having his wife 
make love to him in public is his 
nearest approach to the type he is 
supposed to represent. 

But if the noveb fails to set forth 
the contrast its author has intended 
to present, it is not without value. 
It has clever moments and some 
amusing ones; Mrs. Pelts’s frank 
statement of facts at that truly 
extraordinary — reception Manning 
gave after his marriage provides a 
refreshing moment and Sonya’s feel- 
ings are often well described, while 
she herself is vividly presented. But 
it is in the point of view of this Rus- 
sian Jewess that the book’s signifi- 
cance consists, a point of view which 
is evidently the author’s own.

Instead, the reader 
rises from a perusal of his work with 
a feeling that no longer “* East is 
East and West is West’’; for in the 
classrooms of Peking University the 
minds and hearts of the master and 
his disciples evidently met upon a 
plane of mutual respect and sympa- 
thetic understanding. 


Simultaneously with the publica-} 


tion of this notable contribution to 
modern critical literature is issued 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s ‘* International 
Development of China,”’ which is 
convincing proof that it is perfectly 
“possible for a Chinese, not only to 
see and understand the Occident 
through Oriental éyes, but also to 
utilize its most practical ideas in the 
development of his country and the 
solution of China’s perplexing prob- 
lems. 

Thus each book furnishes an ideal 
foil and complement to the other. 
On the one hand, a philosopher mir- 
rors as worthy of our emulation the 
soul of the Chinese Nation, and on 
the other, “The Father of the 
Chinese Republic ’’ outlines a pro- 
gram by which the country, for 
whose liberty and progress he has 
fought so unflinchingly through 
many tragic years, may profit by 
what is best in Western civiliza- 
tion. 

** Can Chinese virtues be preserved 
or must China in order to survive 
acquire instead the (Western) vices 
which make for success, but cause 
misery to others? And if China

On his part, Dr. Sun suggests that

How this program of Dr. Sun’s 
may be accomplished without the 
destruction of China’s ancient cul- 
ture is the problem which Bertrand 
Russell seeks to solve. ‘‘ If inter- 
course between China and Western 
nations is to be fruitful,’’ warns the 
nuthor, ‘‘ we must cease to regard 
ourselves as missionaries of a ‘ su- 
perior’ civilization; or, worse still, 
as men who have a right to ex- 
ploit, oppress and swindle the 
Chinese because they are an ‘* in- 
ferior’ race. I do not see any 
reason to believe that the Chinese 
are inferior to ourselves, 
think most Europans who have any 
intimate knowledge of China would 
take the same view. It is easy to 
point to certain respects in which 
we are better than old China, and 
to other respects in which we are 
worse."’

RCHIBALD  MacLEISH corn- 
tributes to the January, 1923, 
issue of The Yale Review an 

entitled ‘‘The New 

q Age and the New Writers,”’ 

which attempts to define the time- 

spirit animating the intellectual en- 

deavors of our contemporary writers. 

For Mr. Macleish the times are 
times of mystery. He writes: 

The ~ thing certain of this 
poetry, this fiction, of the age, is 
that the age escapes. it, ‘nder 
the photographic sketches of the 
poets, behind the realistic ro- 
mances of the novelists, the time 
itself works out its purposes. Whet 
these purposes may be, whether 
this half-light is the half-light of 
evening or of dawn, no man now 
living knows. Only we know that

us ‘e. 
cid it may be readily granted 
that it is difficult and more or less 
impossible to affirm whether or not 
the ‘“‘high gods’ are moving 
among us, theré are other points in 
Mr. MacLeish’s essay that will un- 
doubtedly arouse opposition. For 
instance, he asserts that the chief 
cause of our literary ills is that of 
regarding the present time as ‘“‘ an 
age,’’ that most young novelists or 
“* novel ** consider themselves 
born *‘ in time.’’. ‘* With a few in- 
considerable and scattered excep- 
tions, it is their end and purpose 
to serve the time,’’ the essayist 
states, “‘to write, whatever comes 
of it, as children of the age.”" Mr. 
MacEeish does not like this attitude 
at all. ‘‘ We are living at the dead 
level of action,”’ he declares. He 
points out that the history of the 
development of ideas is marked by 
a rhythm—of attainment and com- 
prehension. The nineteenth century 
was ‘‘the most remarkable period 
of acquisition of knowledge of which 
we have any record.”” But, accord. 
ing to the writer, years of compre- 
hension have not followed the ful- 
filled years of attainment. ‘ So 
swift, so deep, has been the flood 
of new knowledge that it has over- 
borne the imagination.”’ And so a 
bewildered and bored humanity has 
escaped from too much k 
into levity or cynicism or indiffer- 
ence. Mr. MacLeish goes on: 
Literature, articled to such an 
age, must suffer for ite existence, 
for it is the function of literature 
to understand and to represent, 
and to know only for the purposes 
of understanding 2: representa - 
tion. And here we have only 
knowledge and no understanding 
whatever. We know so much 
about the world that we can refute 
every traditional 
existence, but we have no explana- 
tion of our knowledge. 
_ The one expedient of most writers, 
Mr. MacLeish states, is evasion— 
they evade the significance of the 
facts about them. And they do this 
in various ways. The novelists evade 
the existing world ‘“‘ by a romantic 
representation of ‘the world after 
the war’ which uses the manner and 
method of realism to create a sordid, 
cynical and uniovely society.’” An- 
other method is ‘‘ the evasion of 
sex.’’ -The psychoanalytic novelist 
pictures no more of the world “ than 
a nxketching biologist of his frog.’’

Art in Modern Printing 


CORMBROLAL ENGRAVING AND 
PRINTING. By Charles W. Hack- 
leman. Illustrated. Indianapolis: 
The Commercial Engraving and 
Publishing Company. 

ILLIAM CAXTON would rub 
his eyes in astonishment 
should hisshade chance to en- 

counter this recent proof of develop- 
ment in the printer’s craft, or rather 
art. Recalling his own ‘arbitrary 
type, he could not help but marvel 
at Mr. Hackleman’s descriptions of 
present-day processes which bring 
out each nuance of tone and color 
with uncanny deftness and accuracy. 
Indeed, the modern reader may well 
marvel with him, for the writer has 
packed into his 800 and more pages 
a comprehensive survey of the work 
of printing and illustration reproduc- 
tion—the story of the miracie of 
print. While compiled primarily fér 
the use of advertising men, illus- 
trators, printers and the followers 
of allied crafts, Mr. Hackleman_ has 
written with a simple directness of 
style, surprisingly free (so far as the 
lay reader is concerned) of the tech- 
nical stumbling blocks which beset 
him in most manuals of this kind. 

He deals chiefly, as is to be ex- 
pected, with a detailed study in turn 
of each of the three main engraving 
and printing processes—relief proc- 
esses, such as the half-tone; surface 
processes, including lithography; the 
intaglio processes, Itke photogravure 
and rotogravure work—and the many 
offshoots and branches. A valuable 
introductory chapter of over one 
hundred pages deals with prepara- 
tion of “* copy,”’ the material fur- 
nished to the printer for reproduc- 
tion. One has only to go through 
the sections on Comm as 2 Photog- 
raphy, Retouching, add Wash.and 
Tine Drawing, to see how essential 
to a first-class finished product is 
a first-class piece of: copy.

HIS is a hard jolt for the human race from a very keen student of it. Euripides should have hail a middle 

name and that name “Gloom.” He was the first of the poets of melancholy. We know that he had two. 

‘bad wives and that is usually an excuse for melancholy. But let us be charitable to both Euripides and 
his wives and assume that perhaps he had a peptic ulcer. Maybe a pair of glasses were needed to correct his 
physical as well as his mental vision. Perhaps he had gall stones or avitaminosis. 


What is your outlook on life? Are you ready to shake hands with the shade of Euripides and say “you've. 
said it, life is a lemon!” We hope not. We hope you are convinced of the worth-whileness of this life of min- 
gled joy, and sorrow, of struggle, work, rest, and play. If that is your brave and cheerful outlook we would 
like to assist you in keeping it.

WO new plays of great origin- 
ality and interest have suf- 
tered seriously because of mis-. 
apprehension on the part of 
first-night: reporters. One*of them, 
; the more nearly perfect as a@ work of 
art, is not unlikely to die“the déath 
: Naturally the mails are burdened with 
‘letters charging incompetence and dis- 
‘honesty, In the matter of horses; a 
difference of opinion stimulates the 
instinct of sportsmanship; but the 
>art of the. drama, it appears, is an 
‘ open-and-shut proposition as to which 
: variety of judgment can result only 
* from moral obliquity. 
The real explanation. of critical 
divagation, as it happens, is as in- 
teresting psychologically as it.is un- 
sensational.

an absolutely human standpoint, with 
the same. basic interpretation. The man- 
mer of the older man, belonging to an 
older generation, is inevitably more 
elaborate, his gesticulation more illus- 
trative; his grace a trifle more con- 
spicuous.and classic, for grace’s sake, 
but the repression—the taste—the innate 
meaning and ‘spirit of the two perform- 
ances are to me strikingly alike— 
though differing much,. of course, ‘in 
definite execution. 3 

While Forbes-Robertson’s Hamlet re- 
mains to me as something standing 
quite alone on the heights—above and 
beyond anything I had ever seen in 
the theatre—I now feel that John Bar-

A correspondent of The Musical 
Times, A, Keay, raises “the ques- 
tion as* to who composed Gounod’s 
“ Faust.”” He tells an old story, cir- 


which he gives no guarantee, to the 
effect that a student of the Conserva- 
toire, while Gounod was director of 
it, composed an opera whieh he sub- 
mitted to Gounod for his opinion. He 
was put off from time to time till one 
day a new opera by Gounod was an- 
nounced for production. The student 
went to hear it and was so upset at 
hearing his own composition that he 
promptly went insane. 

In this connection it is pointed out 
that before “ Faust ’’ Gounod was a 
failure as an operatic composer; that 
after “Faust’’ only “Roméo et 
Juliette *’ succeeded, and that this 
opera is regarded as ‘only @ pale echo 
of the earlier work, ‘containing also 
many imitations and plagiarisms of it; 
that Gounod’s own later additions~to 
“ Faust,’' “ Dito Possente”’ and the 
“ Walpurgisnight” music In particu- 
lar are inferior to the rest of the 
opera—“ Dio Possente,” though. beau- 
tiful,. having a poor accompaniment 
differing from 3 style of the rest of 
the opera. 


Mr. A. Keay says that. the idea of 
‘* temporary inspiration ” lacking in 
period of the composition of a single 
an. inspiration lacking in 
twelve others, is ‘‘ scarcely to be re- 
garded ‘seriously.’’

So Sir 

Richara ry, the editor of Nature, 

the : most rtant British scientific 

journal, concludes: a summary of the 

gifts of the age of ‘science—the ‘‘ Augus- 

tan Age of Science,’ he calls it—to the 

age in whose dawn we are beginning to 

see the first signs of dawn after 8 a dark- 
ox hour. 

** Argosies: of acience!’’ The Wise 
Men. from the East—astrologers, ‘ seérs 
of the mysterious, unscientific divinets— 
in the day and night from which’ we 
date all our centuries carried the tréas- 
ures of their age westward in the hope of 
a better kingdom, They bore their gifts 
symbolic of the natural wealth of. their 
day—gold and’ frankincense and myrrh— 


desert. The. nineteenth ceatury men ‘of 
science, the Wise Men from the West, 
entering the ports. of the twentieth cen- 
tury, come by sea in giant argosies, 
innumerable steel ships, or by land in 
endless caravaris of cars, They are even 
attended: by a “heavenly  host.’’ of} 
human angels, heralds of progress 
equipped with wings of science’s devis- 
ing. 2 

With what these argosies are filled Sir 
Richard’s scientific bill-of-lading sug- 
gests. First of all, it was not a ‘brief 
6,000 years ago that the lading began: on 
the far shores of time, but thousands of 
millions of years @go and by pre-humah 
hands, working under an impelling, di- 
recting divinity (known by many names), 
“mindful of man.” For at least 50,000 
years has the hand of man been at tle 
wheel or throttle beside that.of the in- 
visible.Captain. How much further back 
ea hand guided by a humap mind was 
there we do not know. Not till latély, 
however, in this long yoyage out of the 
flame and mist of ch&os has this created 
mind come itself to take a. directive, 
co-creative. part, anticipating weather; 
charging the. course of the vessel ‘by. its 
computations, - conquering the adverse 
‘winds and currents instead of submitting 
helplessly to their will, devising a “com- 


power and so the.8peed of. progress and 
going moré Quickly toWard © desired 
havens, tho#gh all the time under what 
Herbert Spehcer called a “ beneficent 
necéssity.” 


A “Shuddering Immensity.” 


In the second place, the universe in 
which this voyage of life from the 
amoeba to man has been made has, since 
the nineteenth century, come out of the 
storms of the eighteenth, grown into a 
“ shuddering immensity” computable by 
the human mind but beyond its compre- 
hension. A. single star has been found 
to have a diameter more than’ twice ‘as 
great as the distance from the_earth to 
the sun; and the universe, according to 
the latest report from the Harvard Ob- 
servapory, to have a diameter of more 
than 2,000,000,000,000,000,000 of miles. 
It is an infinitesimal earth, ‘not as large 
relatively in the universe as a drop of 
water in the Atlantic Ocean, on which 
nations bound togethér by telegraph and 
telephone, wireless and radio, have the. 
foolishness to speak of possiblé isolation, 

And with this lengthening of time to 
conceivable eternity and the extension 
of space to conceivable infinity, science, 
which started the last century with coal 
in its bunkers and which came to a sub- 


nite physical perpetuation of the race in 
tHe disintegration of the\atom and the 
segregation of the pathogenic bacilli, 
thus providing (first). enough power for 
all needed uses, constructive or destruc- 
tive, enough to relieve the world of 
much of its labor or enough to wreck 
it; and (second) promising. lengthened 
life through the prevention of diseases 
due to infinitesimal germs (yellow_fever 
ig now practically stamped out in the 
Western Hemisphere). With all this, 
science promises added comfort’ -and 
ease of body, furnishing heat to the 
frigid zones and providing refrigeration 
for the tropics, carrying music and the 
news to the remotest farm houses and 
bringing the produce from the ends of 
the earth to the: cities. 


Century of Material Progress. 


Science accomplished in the nineteenth 
century (beginning after the first 
decade and entering the ‘second decade 
of the twentieth) the “greatest mar- 
vels in the history of the world.”” Out of 
the greater; human freedom rose @ 
mighty . development, a development 
which came to look habitually forward 
and to illustrate in visible and tangible | 
forms the doctrine of progression. It ‘took 
hold of a;once static world or a retro- 
gressive world, which felt that it had 
fallen from a high estate. Evolution in

If. evolu- 
tionary selence has any discouraging 
word to say, it is not that man has 
climbed up from the ooze or the dust but 
that he can ‘climb no higher (which 
makes one wonder why he hag: clinibéd 
at all; if He can go no higher). Butit 
the spirftt of man were ‘to accept such 
word as final, ‘the doom of Babylon 
would be ‘written in the skies of tie 
whole human race as plainly as the 
aviator a, few days ago wrote. his 
message over New York. in broad day-~ 
light.

It has been stated that of all the 

modern Europeans, the Italians hitherto 
have -been least understood. 


Ernesto Nathan has said: ‘' In follow- 


{ng modern lights our birthright is not 


the least of our encumbrances.” Italy is 
a shining example of a country. richly 
e@ndowed with inherited encumbrances. 
‘Modern Italy, like many a son of a great 
father, has been ‘overshadowed by her 
past. To think of Italy has been to think 
of the custodians of the “‘ grandeur that 
was Rome.’’ Aewidespread determina- 
tion, persists to contrast present-day 
Italy and Italians with the glories of 
; ancient Rome and the Titans of that his- 
toric period. To many Italy has existed 
simply as a museum; all roads have led 
\to Rome, but it has been the Rome of 
the Coliseiim, the Catacombs and the 
- early Christian Era. 

There has been in popular imagination 
the home of art, of poets and roman- 
ticists, of idyllic lovers and musicians, 
and only those. / 

The Italy of today, the new Italy. 
fresh, vigorous and intensely energetic, 
is a- bit weary of this talk about her 
glorious past and has heard quite enough 
about Rome being the ‘* Eternal City.’’ 
You cannot weary an up-to-date busi- 
ness-like Italian more easily than by the 
‘usual characterization of his country as 
the land of art galleries, temples, blue 
eky and azure Bea, eames yonly it we 
are travelers,sartists tiquarians. All 
this fails to consort yelics the. ideas of 
Italian engineers and industrialists. The 
Italians, indeed, are quite fed up with 
being merely the inhabitants of a land 
that is “the great grandmother of.civi- 
‘Hization,’’ or to use another phrase at- 
tached to her, “the petted God-child of 
Kurope.”’ 

It is one of the most difficult’ things 


"fm the world for a nation, as for an in- 


dividual, to live down a ast. The 
world somehow demands wunchangiugc 
conditions in ‘her countries as in her 
men. In book, in drama and in the 
writings of travelers. generally Italy 
continues to be one of two things, a 
fortimate country where the sun is al- 
ways shining and gondoliers are always 
singing; or a land still toucked with 
medievalism if not associated more or 
less directly with the ancient Roman 
civilization. The present day renais- 
sance of letters and the revival of trade 
and industry are rarely considore4. 

Ruskin and Browning. and Howells, 
Byron and Goethe, and in-fact almcst 
every great poctic name of many gen- 
erations,. have made Italy a mystic 
shrine’ for pilgrimages -of those inter- 
ested in her past.

The vibrant youth of the new Italy, 
led at present by the vigorous Musso- 
lini, asks a hearing for the Italy of 
today. It is this new Italy, only a 
\little more than a half century old £0 
far as national life goes, with a present 
‘population of 40,000,000 people, which 
alls. for attention. Occupying tke best 
‘strategic geographical position as a 
trading centre for the Mediterranean 
2 sca possessing the richest of na- 
‘tional assets in her abundant, thrifty, 


‘{ndustrious and rapidly increasing man 


power, having several of the most im- 
portant, industrial plants. and ths rich- 
eat hydroelectric possibilities of any 
country bordering on the Mediterranean, 
with a merchant marine comprising up- 
ward of 3,000,000 dead weight tons, and 
20,000. kilometers of railway—this new 
Italy believes’ that she has a right to a 
place in the s by, which she means a 
place in the t international circles 
of trade and industry.

There were unsettled labor conditions 
and strong Bolshevist propaganda, ac- 
companied by strikés, lockouts and labor.

The failure 
of the large steel companies, Ansaldo 
and_ Hva, dragging down with. them thé 
Banco Italiano de Sconto, tended to cast 
a still ,darker shadow across Italian 
credit both at home and abroad... At 
the same time Italian exchahge, ih com- 
pany with all European nioney, fell to 
a point which made trading with the 
United States increasingly difficult. 


Many Problems Smoothed Out. 


It was in the midst of, and one might 
say by reason of, such critical condi- 
tions. that the Italian . people were 
awakened to the inevitable necessity of 
production, harmonious labor and cap- 
ital relations, and a new determination 
to cut away extravagance in order to 
save the nation. It. was then that the 
people learned the truth expressed by 
ex-Premier Francesco Nitti, who ad- 
dressed the following words to ‘his 
countrymen: 

** Italy has too many orators in each 
political’ party, and only needs good 
administrators and ‘people. to .work; 
speakers cannot increase production, but 
more often they tend to aggravate the 
ecnfusion. .Many ignorant persons think 
that the uneasiness caused by economic 
and financial situations is due only to 
material reasons. They, neither know 
nor realize the profound idealism of our 
work; they da not understand that a 
people’s self-esteem is given by power, 
and that in modern times no power is 
possible where the~conditions for eco- 
nomic ‘life are lacking; no dream of 
greatness, no pride are possible in a 
people that must ask or borrow; no 
sense of greatness in a people who can- 
not experiment.” _ 

During the post-war years Italy’s most 
serious ‘ problem was her laboring 
class. ‘There were times when the So- 
cialist'"and Communist elenfents, in- 
spired by Russia, ,threateped far-reach- 
ing chaos. In the north industrial 
sections, and at Bologna, » Ferrara, 
Florence, every known experiment in 
strikes, attended in many cases: by riot 
and bloodshed, was tried. ° 

It was not until August of 1922 that 
this radical elenent received at the hands 
of the Fascisti what for the present, at 
least, seems to have been a death blow. 
This band of youthful Italian crusaders, 
headed by their aggressive and able ex- 
Socialist léader, Benito Mussolini, be- 
ginning as a kind. of Italian Ku Klux 
Klan, steadily grew in numbers ‘and in- 
fluence until the order numbered up- 
ward of, 400,000 men. Mussolini, after 
becoming Premier and addressing the 
Rome Parliament, incidentally suggested 
that, if things did-not develop along the 
line of his desires, he would be able to 
bring to bear upon the country an army 


ciently trained, equipped with all the ap- 
purtenances for carrying on successful 
war. 

It was bécause. there, stood behind 
these spectacular “youths, many of the 
leading men of affairs, who looked tpon 
this voluntary order as an important 
police system, strengthening the hands 
of a weak Government, that the King 
wisely sided with the crusaders. 

This victory of the youth and virile 
man power of Italy during the Summer 
of 1922 was a vital economic as well as 
a political victory... It is through her 
man power that this country must be 
reckoned with by all those attempting 
to judge of her future place in civili- 
zation’ and trade. The population of 
Italy is greater than the clvilized popu- 
lation of the South American Continent 
and, with the possible exception of Bel- 
gium, Italy is richer in man power than 
any other similar area of the earth. y 


pean” belligerents emerging from the war 
with a larger population than when she 
entered it, in spite of the one-half mil- 
lion men killed in battle... The return 
of the 260,000 Italian reservists from 
foreign lands, together with the linita- 
tion and in some cases almost’ the stop- 
page of emigration,“ has more than 
made up for. this loss in population. 
One of Italy’s insistent problems con- 
sists in utfizing her increasing popula- 
tion, With restricted emigration to the 
United States; Italians have been going 
to South America, to France to assist 
the work of reconstruction. there and to 
the Near East, where Italy is upbuild- 
ing strong business alliances, 
Immigration Ban Hurts, 


It is natural that the Italians should 
find the present immigration law of *the 
United States an obstacle to their nat- 
ural migration. Out of the 6,000,000 
Italians now resident in. foreign. lands, 
3,365,000 are in the’ United: States, and 
the ties’ of, so’ larzé a population with 
the homeland naturally tend to a larger 
emigration Here.

The ‘financial situation of the Italian 
Government, although at first sight. a 
bit discouraging, in the Hght of Italy’s 
financial history and the-country’s’' abil- 
ity .to work and save, always settling 
satisfactorily its matters of finance, is 
by no means one for despair. Of all 
the continental countries the visitor gets 
in Italy the happiest impression’ of 
financial solvency. The members of the 
foreign Consulates and the commercial 
attachés are one in. the opinion that 
Italy will meet her obligations without 
danger of going the way of Austria and 
Germany. ‘The new Mussolini Govern- 
ment has stated its intention to give 
particular heed to the cutting down of 
bureaucratic expenses and >to the .bal- 
ancing of the budget at the earllest pos- 
sible moment. 

For the fiscal year 1920 and 1921 the 
accounts of the Government showed a 
deficit. of approximately 11,000,000,000 
lire. It has been estimated that in the 
present year of 1922 and 9923 the deficit 
will be reduced to 5,000,000,000 ‘lire, or 
6,000,000,000 lire less than the deficit of 
the preceding year. , The Government 
has hastened to cover each one of its 
loans with. taxes imposed, and a reduc- 
tion of armament which is a part of the 
Italian. policy has decreased matertailly 
the expenses of the Government. The 
State Railways, together with the postal 
telegraph and telephone services, which 
have been decidedly in the deficit class, 
seem to be headed toward private own- 
ership. One of the first statements of 
the new Premier, Mussolini, was to 
the effect that such transfer from Gov- 
ernment direction would be made.

OME weeks’ago Secretary Weeks 
Was quoted as saying: ‘‘ The leg-

By the time Roosevelt became Presi-< 
dent the American people began to hear 
a great deal of * presidential ’’ policies.

President is—is not only destructive of 
leadership in Congress but a menace 
to the Interests of the péople, for na 
matter how wise and patriotic one man 
may /be, it is idle to assume that all the 
patriotism and\ wisdom of the country 
is his. The broader the equation, the 
mote wisdom and fhore patriotism. 
Parallel with this growth of prestige 
and influence of the President has been 
rthe tendency of Presidents to call spe- 
cial sessiéns of Congress. The founders 
of our Government, mindful that some 
great crisis might arise during the. vaca- 
tion of Congress, provided a method in 
which Congress could be ‘specially con- 
vened In extraordinary session. They 
would have revolted at the idea of a 
President calling the Congress together 
to pass some legislation which they had 
had abundant time to considef, the 
cause for which had arisen long before 
their adjournment. We venture the 
assertion that it.was never anticipated 
that a President ‘should cali Congress 
together to pass upon legislation simply 
because he thought it an opportune time 
to do-so. Many-Senators and Congress- 
men have reflected upon this subject. 
At times there has been more’ or less 
discussion on the methods of minimizing 
‘the power and prestige of one who con- 
trols hundreds of thousands of gppoint- 
ments, thereby minimizing the power 
and prestige of Congress, which-is sup- 
posed to represent the péoplé. This dis- 
cussion has continued until today the 
organization of the differerit movements 
aimed to secure legislation, regardiess 
of the will of the executive, is ‘taking 
shape and underlying the recent activi- 
ties of the so-called “ progressives.’’ 
One.can-easily see that this’ movément 
is a protest, and let it bé hoped for the 
American people. that the protest may 
continue until: it becomes effectual.

Fine Bookbinding, 
Edith Diehl, who was one of the pio- 
neer women bookbinders of this coun- 
try, and has since studied and worked 
in England, France and\ Belgium, is 
showing an unusually beautiful collec- 
tion of hand bound books at the Art 
Center... These range in size>from a’ 
large old Bible, plainly bound in oak 
boards, to.a small 16mo. edition of Vic- 
tor Hugo, elaborately gold tooled In a 
seventeenth century design. One notable 
book is a volumé of Van Eycx, bound 
in brown seal, antiqued, and blind tooled 
in a design of the Van Eyck period, 
with metal clasps and bosses. Another 
book of note is a small volume of 
Mich@el Angelo’s sonnets bound in cream 
seal and elaborately inlaid. with a com-

_THE REPUBLIC. OF. LIBERIA 





Torthe Editor of The New York Timea: 

The recent unfavorable action by the 
Congress relative to making effective a 
loan of $5,000,000 to the Republic of Li- 
beria indieates lack of knowledge of the 
political, economic and \ethnologic situa- 
tion existing in this country as affecting 
the present and future interests of thé 
United States. The settlement of Liberia 
was made possible through an act of the 
Virginia Legislature early in the nine- 
teenth century, permitting freed. slaves 
to organize a colony in Africa where 
they might manifest their principles of 
independence. After many difficulties, 


000 | entailing severe casualtiés due to disor- 


ganization and’ disease; the- American 
tnegro pioneers received from the African 
native chiefs land on the west coast of 
Africa, approximately 10 degrees’ north 
of the Equator, the capital of which they 
called Monrovia, in honor of the chief 
executive‘ of the United States at that 
time, President Monroe. 

History relates unfortunately that the 
administration of Liberia by its negro 
officials has been, with few exceptions, 
one of general incompetency, inefficiency 
and financial @chaos.

A 
hospital and a properly trained sanitary 
unit are essential to, combat the ravages 
of pernicious malaria and sleeping ~sick- 
ness, The mortality figures at present 
exceed the birth rate. A breakwater and 
harbor are necessary, so that unloading 
at sea’may be discontinued; also, a 
school and library and a complete reor- 
to | ganization of the country’s finances, in- 
cluding -customs. The Tian 5 per 
cent. gold bonds, on which principal and 
interest have been defaulted, should be

THE ELEC TORAL COLLEGE 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It was, with great, interest that I read 
thé. discussion between Senator Norris. 
and ‘Senator. Walsh as.to the merits of 
the suggestion that the President and 
Vice President of the United States 
should be elected by the direct vote of 
the people, instead of by ie Electoral 
College, as provided by ‘the Constitution, 
and practiced at . present.

An authority on textiles, Alfred Moore, 
writing in a London paper, describes a 
little-known fibre called Arghan. — In 
1857, Chief Justice Temple of Belize, 
British Honduras, drew the attention 
of the Royal Society of: Arts to this 
fibre and samples of it were submitted 
to. British spinners who reported on it 
as/ being equal™o the bestgBelgian flax. 
Thése samples “swere han cleaned by 
Indians, d yt is a known fact that 
Indians. in Central ‘and South American 
countries ~ fave. for -centuries. past 
known of thisifibre, which- they have 
‘alWays cleaned by ham. We’ find ‘for 
instance that, amunimies recently discov> 
éred in caves have been »wrapped in it, 
and. robes of-‘the ancient Incas, : at 
presént in the thuseum at’ Bogota, are 
madé from the: same fibre.’

Bern 
Haton’s farm, where she lives during 
the school term. Lawrence lives a mile 
and a half down the Amboy-.road with 
his father and mother, Mr. and .Mrs. 
Willis Dé Long, and his four-year-old 
brother, Darl. Baril started to school 
this Autumn, but it was too’ far for 
him to walk, especially when the cold 
,Winter. wind {s strong enough to take 
you right off the top of Dutch Hill. 

When Miss David signed a contract 
to. teach the district school last’ Sum- 
mer there were two other farmilies : in 
the neighborhood.

Some Old Taylor Bourbon whisky (Old

factory. The revenue stamp showed ‘that 
the product was eight years old. An- 
other exiled Knickerbocker asked my 
opinion, knowing that, in -New York, 
any named label and any aged stamp 
may be obtained from counterfeiters or 
their agents at so much per thousand, 
The whisky stood up manfully under 
the four tests of taste, smell, ignition 
and bead.

Kosher Shave Tonsorial Novelty; 
Devout May Visit Barber Lellyga 





N the columns of the Yiddish dailies 
several advertisements have ap- 
peared, setting forth existence and 
virtues of the ‘‘ kosher shave.’’ One 
of. these orthodox barbers pro- 

claimed that ‘‘ what the younger genera- 
tion in America has been waiting for 
has at last arrived. You may look like'a 
sport and still be a good. Jew. A kosher 
shave without a razor.”’ 

Kosher butcher shops may be found 
with little difficulty, but there was ad- 
venture in ferreting out a kosher bar- 
ber shop. There are said to be but three 
of them, in Henry, Attorney and Pitt 
Streets; and not one of them would 
grant the existence of the others. 

“* See this?’’ asked one, and pointed 
to some Hebrew characters, “ that’s 
from the Talmud-—like the Constitution, 
you-know, got all the laws in it. It 
says you mustn’t shave with a razor, 
but with a powder and ‘a bone it is all 
right: And so I earn my Mving, and my 
helper, too, and we keep closed on Sat- 
urday -and holidays. Bo-ruch ahsham,”’ 
he praised the Lord and beamed. 

The kosher barber mixes a bit of 
powder, @ cdémmon. dipilatory, with 
“warm ‘water, and smears the paste on 
the face of a customer. For zome ten 
or twelve minutes the face remains thus 
caked. Then it is cleaned with a bone 
Sxnife. The results are similar to those 
of a close shave with ordinary lather 
and razor, ‘ 

Many orthodox believers. will have 
“nothing to do with even this kosher bar- 
ber, but obey the- prohibitions in the 
Bible, the two verses in Leviticus which 
are injunctions ‘against removing. the 
sidelocks and marring the corners of the 
beard. Consistently enough, some of the 
women. will not byy meats of a butcher 
‘who is shaven. 

But the kosher barber has the de- 
cisions of many Talmudists on his side. 
The Halakah, that”portion of the Tal- 
mud devoted to the code, only forbids

Indeed, in rabbinical literature there is 
& ‘favorite saying among the Jews of 
‘Palestine that “ the’ adornment of a 
“man’s face is his beard,” and its. ab- 
senée wes considered ¢ sign of juve- 
nility. 

In medieval times, as in the Talmudi- 
cal period, the custom of the country 
seems to have been followed. In the 
East, Jews wore long beards like their 
Mohammedan. neighbors; in Germany, 
France and Italy, it was entirely re- 
moved with scissors. 

The Cabalists were much: less lenient 
in their intrepretations than the Tal- 
mudists ; they declared even the shorten- 
ing of the beard with scissors to be a 
great sin and related of -their master, 
Isaac Luria, that he kept his‘ hands 
from his beard lest the contact should 
cause any hairs to drop from it. But 
this ‘‘cult of the beard’ had its op- 
ponents, amiong them Joseph Solomon 
del Medigo, from whom we have the 
following epigram: 

If men be judged wise by their beards 


and their girth, 
Then a were the wisest creatures on 
earth.

In the second half of the seventeenth 
century the practice arose among Jews 
in Germany ahd Italy of removing the 
beards by means of “pumicestone or 
chemical agents, which left the face 
smooth as.if shaven.

EB largest steel caisson. ever used 

in. bridge or tunnel construction 
was launched last week at the 
Staten Island Shipbuiding Company’s 
plant, ers Harbor, 8. L., and after 
being teste for water tightness and 
having its cutting edge concreted will 
be towed to its final resting place near 
Pier 35, Hudson River. 


Jersey underwater motorway which. is 
receiving attention from engineers all 
over the world.
